Dele 
gates representing tho Vienna Chamber of 
I'otnnierce, tho Industrial Association, tho 
Export Scciety, the Arts and Craft Society, 
the Museum of Triple Arts, and the Mer 
chants' .Syndicate have been in conference, 
at which tlio Undersecretary of Commerce, 
Hcrr Hardt, presided, and at which the 
subject of tho amount to bo appro 
priated by tho 'Oovermnout for the Austro 
Hungary exhibit was discovered. Herr 
Hiirdt annoisnced that tho Government 
would ask the Reiohsrath for an additiona 
850,000 florins, but tho delegates were 
UDaBimous'in declaring that, at least, 300, 
000 d'jrins would be required. Very strong 
doubt was expressed of the Reichsrath 
listening to the suggestion of so largo an 
amount. A commission will probably be 
appointe<l early in January to take charge 
of the Austro-Hungariiin section in tho fair. 
Prof. 'Eicnor, a prominent ex-deputy has 
been . oQered the presidency of the 
cnmmiiisiohi',^' but he refused the posi 
tion, on the ground that he cannot 
nfl'brd a prolonged abaence in America. It 
is e,\pected that the post will now bo of 
fered to tlie Au'itriiin Coneul-Geiieral ir 
New York, Ilerr Palitschek. The I'Zxport 
Society is the only body that seems I'o' be 
moving with real energy in the niattei 
This organization has received many en- 
quiries from bodies, but bus been obliged, 
so far, to reply that no satisfactory informa 
bion can be given until the commission is 
appointed. 

Oavllt Dcnonnccil. 

DujiLirf, Deo. 24.— The Irish Tory papers 

are delighted with tho result of the Water 
ford election. Tho lielfaat Telegraph 
exultingly declares tint it is not Redmond, a 
victory, but Davitt's defeat. Divitt, it de- 
clares, was th.'. personification of all the 
v\cea of Ireliiiid. Ho was, however, the 
tool of ihe Cathnllo hicarchy, tho represen- 
tative of popish tyranny and clerical 
coercion. The other organs of tho Tory 
party indulge in equally bitter denuuoia- 
tioiia of Davitt and rejoices over the victory 
of tho Parnellites. 

An Old JonrnnllKt ncnd. 

Brklin, Dec 24.— -Karl Krossler, tho 
Nestor of tho Gernian parliamentary repor- 
ters died, to day, aged DO years. Ho wiia 
tlie fir.<t to use shorthand in reporting tlio 
debates. He enjoyed ahi;^h reputation as a 
writer, and had a wide and distinguished 
acquaintance. 

Fntnl llnllraad Arcldrnt at Lowcston. 
London, Deo. 2t.— A fatal nilway acci- 
dent occurred, lo-doy, at Barney, near Bec- 
cles, in Sulllolk. The fog which covered 
England was very thick in this vicinity, 
and was ono cause of tho terrible collision. 
A train from Ikccles, loaded with passen- 
gers, and ruhning at a coiialderablo speed 
on the small lailivay bruneh that 
connects with Lowestoft, collided with 
a Lowestoft train also carrying a number of 
passengers. Tho two trains were 
badly shattered, and fearful cries 
went up from the wreck. Three 
persona had been killed outright and 
sixteen wore injured, some of whom are 
likely to die. Nearly all the passengers 
wero going to friends to spend Chrihtnias. 
During the rescue llio workers, even at a 
distance of o few feet, had to guide each 
other by their voices. In Lowestoft tlio

The t'zur UccelTcd. 

Sr. Petersbdkq, Deo. 24. — It appears 
tliat tlio Czar has been grossly deceived aa 
to the actual facts of the famine. The 
govornori of tho prjvinces in whicli tho 
situation is worst were tald by high ollicials 
that they must not present the case to the 
Gzar in as bad a light as tho facts justified. 
Acting on these ditectioua, tho rulers of the 
famine-stricken provinces stated, in answer 
to queriea of the Czar, that destitution ex- • 
iated only in is'ilatcd places, and that tho 
condition of affairs was sensibly improving, 
owing to tho quantity of wheat and other 
provisiona which hud reached the famine 
districts and which hud been distributed to 
thosa in need. The object of this misrepre- 
sentation i.a said to bo the desire of high 
ollicials to cover their own neglect in liot 
preparing promptly to meet tho failure of 
harvest and scurcity of food.

From tho last report of tho Inter-Stato 
Commission for lHOO-91, it appears that the 
total riunibi r of p( rsona killeil on railways 
in tho United .Statrs was (),,'>20, and in 
jurid 29,0;j t. Tho total number nf passen- 
Sera can ied was •ll)i2,<17(),8li.5. Of the total 
killi'd there wcie iiSf) and of the injured 
who were passengers. Among em- 
ploy! s, a.-lnl were killed, and 3,584 of the 
killed classed as " other persons. " Of the 
injured 23,;i!)0 were omployea and 4,200 not 
classified. 

A family life insuranco project, in a 
literal sense, liaa been startcrl in Philiidel- 
phia. The head of the family is insured for 
$1,(100. tho wife for .5500, and e .ch child 
forSlOO, for all of which the said head is 
to pay one ciMit the first week, t'.vo eenta 
tho second week, and so on weekly by 
additions of ono cent, the laat payment of 
the year being of courso 02 cents. Then he 
betrins over i gain with nnn cent a week, 
and so on as before. Whenever the head of 
the family dies, each living head of the 
family is ussesscd ten cents; when a woman 
dies, five cci.ts ; and when a child dies, one 



cent. An important part of the trans- 
action is ono dollar invariably collected as 
an entrance fee. 

Theflnanranco Observer of London tells 
of a novel fire extinguishing scheme. It 
consists of an open iron bo.\- partly filled 
with cotton wadding well saturattd with 
powdered sulphur, and suspended from tho 
ceiling by a metal strap or wiro fusible at 
144 degi ets of heat. The theory ia that the 
incipient stage of a fire will inelt the metal 
strap, when, the box falling, a simple do 
vice ignites the saturated wadding, soon 
filling the room with sulphurous acid gas 
rendering the air unfit for combustion, 
Neither, wo take it, would it be fit for 
breathing. 

The Lancet, of London, which a year ago 
labored so zealously to induce the IJritiaf 
1 fe companies to grant policies on the lives 
of physicians at reduced rates, but with 
very meagre success, has again approached 
the several comp-inies for the same purpose, 
and with ubout the same results. Some of 
the companies have been evasive in thoi 
replies to the overtures of the Loncet, and 
about a dozen, it is said, respond favorably, 
As it has been clearly demonstrated tha 
doctors, as a class, have a mortality rate 
above the general average, the great bulk of 
the companies are not so stupid us to grant 
reductions for the sake of carrying risks 
which incur extra liability. Dr. Lyon, of 
the meiiical department of the Mutual Life, 
of London, demonstrated, several mouths 
since, froni the experiences ot four difierent 
lilo eon:paniea, ihtit tho phy.slciuns nssm eil 
had a mortulity rato about six per cent, 
higher than the general mortality of the 
other assured lives. Other statistics 
gathered on dilTerent lines, show even more 
unfavorably for the doctors. ]!ut if, as a 
class, they were fully up to tho avera^ 
mortality stiiiulard, the absurdity of making 
class distinctions in the matter of rates is 
too apparent to need extended comment, 
lusurauco and Tinauce Chronicle.

The Desertin;; Sailors Get a Decree 
for Wages 
IJtie. 



Important Decision Wliich will be 
Quoted as a tm- 
cedeut 

I |Tho suit brought by Thomas l^Tapin, able 
seaman, against Capt. Grflenhalgli, master 
of the barque Sarah, wrecked .'ofif the west 
coast of Yuncouver Island, on 8th Nov^. last, 
was again up iii the Provincial Court, yes- 
terday, before Messrs. R. Ward, J. P., and 
Wm. Dalby, J. P. 

I This was a test case, the result of which 
decides the claim for wages by ten other 
members of the Sarah's orew, who were the 
first to put off from the wreck. 

Mr. Langley appeared for the prosecution 
and Messrs. Eberts and Taylor for the de- 
fence. 

Collector of Customs' Milne was the only 
new witness examined, and he substantially 
repeated the evidence taken before him, 
when che cause of the wreck was being in- 
'vestigated. 

Mr, Word asked why the enquiry was 
' not held under the 42nd section of the Sea- 
men's Act. 

Mr. Milne said that the enquiry had been 
legally hold by him aa Shipping iluster. 

Mr. Ward — I!ut there appeor to have 
been other persons assisting you t .' i ■ » ■ 

Mr. Milne replied that there were some 
nautical men present, but. the enquiry had 
been held by him. 

Mr. Langley mentioned that the master's 
certiliciite luul been suspended. 

Mr. 'I'uylor — Tliat suspension is not 
worth the paper it is written upon. 

Mr. Taylor addressed the bench for the 
defence, and quoted from the Merchant's 
Shipping Act to show that the duty of a 
crew was to stand by their vessel 
until all hopes of saving her were 
abandoned. In the present instance, ho 
held that the crew— iit least that section of 
it of which Tapin was a part—acted the part 
of cowards in deserting their ship, and this 
without any orders from the officers in 
in charge. Had they stood by the vessel, 
much, if not all of her cargo and elTects 
might have been saved, as well as evory life 
on uoard. The men liad forfeited their 
claims by their own acts, and conseqhently 
the case ouglit to be dismi-sed. 

Mr. Langley argued conlra. The vessel, 
ho pointed out, had, according to the evi- 
dence, stranded at eight o'clock in the 
evening, and for four hours the men stood 
by her ; nor did they leave their post until 
th«y had been ordered to launch the boats. 
As soon as tha long-boat was launched, the 
second mate took the holm, and called upon 
those who wished to do so to enter her. 
Ten or eleven of the men responded, and in- 
tended to remain bj the ship, but a heavy 
sea severed the painter, and they were 
obliged to cast off. These were the men 
the captain refused to pa^j.but, iSUBpioious- 
ly enouqh, he paid the^officeeV.wndT^.tbbk 
charge of that boat, while he deoHned to* 
pay those of whom ho took charge. ' The 
men, counsal held, hud done their duty, 
and should be ])aid their wages. 

Mr. Ward, in giving judgment, said : 
This is a suit brought under Section 52, 
"Soanian's Act," by Thomas Tiipin, able 
seaman, against Harold (jreeuhalgh, 
master, for £17, wages forservic > on board 
the British barque "Sarah" ; articles have 
been signed at Sydney, 5th May last, at £-i 
per month. 

''Tlie vessel was wrecked on the west 
coast of Vancouver Island, on the 8Lh of 
November last, and payment of wiiges by 
the muster, and by the Collector of Customs 
who also holds the olhce of shipping master 
at this port, had been refused on the 
ground that under Section 2.S9, of the 
"Merchant Shipping Act," the complainant 
had legally forfeited Ills claim to v,M,g03 on 
account of alleged wilful misconduct, en- 
dangering ship or life or limb. 

"Itjwas shown in evidence that an infor- 
mal enquiry was held ut the Custom House, 
in adjusting the wages of the orew, and 
ccrtaia statements were then mude,although 
not upon oath, and the complainant 
apparently had no opportunity of cross- 
examining any of the witnesses, and who, 
it has been alleged by Mr. Taylor represent- 
ing the master, made statements contra- 
dictory to the complainant, and his wit- 
nesses given in this court. With this, how- 
ever, the magistrates have ndihing to de^ 
and therefore ponfine themselves to the vol- 
uminous evidoDCt* submitted I'y Mr. Langley 
is boholf of I'apia, These witnesses agree 
materially in showing that the second mate, 
McCurdy, was in chargf of the long boat, 
which carried Tapin and others from the 
wreeked vessel, and that, altiiough ordered 
by the master to return, McCurdy decided 
that it was unsafe to ilo so, and lelt fcr 
Cartnanah lighthouse. The complainant him- 
self swore that ho was ordered into the boat 
by McCurdy, and was acting under his orders. 
• " It is to be regretted that the icqViiry 
by the Shipping Master was not taken un- 
der section 42 of the "Seamen's Act," 
which would have enabled all parties con- 
cerned to have obtained a ;proihpt solution 
of Iheir differences. McCurdy, however, 
appears to hava received hj^. wages, aria has 
since left the province. VsZ-tv;;,;?!*!,..; : , 

" From the evidence before tho bcnoh, it 
hasnot been shown that tho mftstbr has estab- 
lished bis allcgaliona against the complain- 
ant, which wnidd justify a forfeiture of 
Tapin'a wages, and tho bench, therefore, 
awards the amount of claim, £17, and .?7 .00 
costs, to be paid by the defendant forth- 
with." 

^Ir. Taylor undertook to ha\c tho amount 
paid on Saturday morning, at ten o'clock. 

Mr. Liingloy pointed out that, thin case 
settled the olhcr.s for wugcB. 

Mr. Taylor concurred. The wages would 
all be paid on Saturday morning. 

The sailors left the court rejoicing.

A MERRY GIIRISTMASl 

"A Merry Chriatiuaa," ia tho greeting 
with which we would suliito our readers 
tliia morning— A Merry, Merry Christmas— 
to young ond old, rich and poor, gentle and 
ainiple. ' ' _ 

From the very first, Christmas has been 
the seiiaou of gladness, and people of the 
Anglo-Sixon race have, in tlieir celebration 
of it, remembored thia. Tho great Yule log, 
by whose riuldy light our forefathers feasted, 
jind tho itiistletoo bough, bouuath which the 
youths and maidens of olden time sported, 
4may have been relics of the old heathen 
•days, but the instinct which brought to tho 
observance of tlie greatest of Christian 
iestivals everylhiiiL; that served to make it 
a gliid and merry lime, was a true one. 
The joyful uuisic, tho beautifully dcuorntod 
churches, the hearty service of pruiso and 
thanksgiving, all showed that the religion 
founded by Him, in lionor of whoso birth 
.the day is kept, is no gloomy one. vSorrow, 
iand pain, and anxiety must cnme to iiU, but 
peace and love leave no plooe for bitterucss 
of spirit or darkness of countenance. 

That Christmas is tho festival of Homo is 
. snotber debt we owe those rude^but true- 
.boarted ancestors of ours. And what a debt 
>it is ! That once a year, at least, the whole 
'family should meet as when they were little 
•children under tho same roof-tree, andaround 
the same table does much — who knows liow 
much — to keep hearts tender and pure. 
The love of Home which draws biisy men 
and careworn women together on Christmas 
Day, prevents that estrangemmt between 
ohildren of the same family which is one of 
tho saddest things in tho world to see. Tniii 
who that has ever known the delight of 
them would forget tho Christmas days of 
childhood! The glad awdkenitig,'' the de- 
lightful surprises, the w'urin' lcis'ses and ten- 
der caresecs, the long day spent in h:ippy 
oonipanionehip, the Christmas feast in which 
all their little world shared, and from which 
care and discard were alike excluded, have 
left behind priceless memories which arc the 
beat reward of those who often, at no small 
sacrifice, provided the joy for them. ' It is 
those that have known the ' close fellow- 
ship of a united homo circle who can uiost 
readily understand the truth that nil rnan- 
Icind is one great family. 

In this hard, work-a-day world, wo ure 
apt to forget this. We make too njucli of 
the petty annoyances anil vexations which 
•we inflict upon each other. Wo imngine 
our corns are trodden upon purposely, and 
our feelings intentionally wounded. We as 
.' little suspect that our rough fellow-passen- 
ger on the world's highway bears a tender 
heart beneath his rugijed exterior, as he 
does that his irritable companion would 
spatiently bear a great injury or generously 
-forgive a grievous wrong. It is when 
.•some case of real distress appeals to the 
tetter feelingj of both that e-ich realizes tho 
worth of the other, anil feels that the world 
is very far indeed from being the cold, un- 
loring place he bad iiua;;ined it to be. 

The giving of present. > at Christmas is an- 
•ofcher very old way of trying to make tho 
day a happy one, and it. is a custom as good 
OS it iu old. The spirit of tho sc^asoa en- 
ables us to offi r to those in need wluit at 
another time, we might fear woulil wound 
their honest pride, and the thought and 
time wo spend on Christmas boxes for our 
friends or relatives, lend to the siuiplest 
: gift a value of its own. "It is more blessed 
••to give than to receive," we are told, and we 
know it is very delightful to receive M'hat 
\.'iii9 been olTjred by generous liautis and 
warm hourls. 15ut, after all, there are no 
gifts more valuable, or more tenderly cher- 
ished, than kind words and loving looks, 
and the hundred other ways by which wo 
can, if we will, fill the hearls^of one another 
•with great joy. 

THE BOYCOTT. 

President Gnmpera, when addressing tho 
Conveijtion of tlio American Feder.ition i f 
Xiibor at Birmingham, .-Vlab.una, a few days 
.ago, spoke on the subject of the boycott. 
He strongly disajjprovej of local orKLuizi- 
■tioiis taki.'.g upon ihemaulves the power to 
proclaim boycotts and to require tho co- 
operation of other organizations in other 
parts of the country. Ho is of tho opinion 
that opportunity should ha given for in 
fvestignlion in order tliat diircrent members 
*of the Federation may be able to decide 
whether it is called for or not. It is his 
opinioQ that no boycott should bo rocognlzod 
unless approved by the Convention or the 
Executive Council. Mr. Gompera showed 
his good sense and his intelligent regard for 
the ri"hta and interests of labor by speak- 
ing in this way. I'lOycotta, which are tho 
outcome of petty disputes, or the reaulls of 
personal spite and vindiotiveness, sliouhl be 
frow'i^e'd .' upon by the members of labor 
organizations. Out-iidera lose their respuct 
for labor orgiuiiz iLions when they sco them, 
without enquiry, aiding and abatting un- 
principled and apitofnl agitators in thoir 
attempt to bo revongod upon employers 
who have tolly , done them no wrong. 
' The boycott caniiot bo said, under any 
jBircilnistanc^s, to be a desirable means of 



advancing the cause of labor, but when it 
is reokloisly usel by unprincipled men to 
carry out their own selfish ends to tho in- 
jury of lawful busimoss carried uu iu a law- 
ful way and at the expense of the privations 
andsufforing of iunocent women and children, 
it becomes a form of tyranny of the most 
hateful and oppressive kind. The readiness 
with which labor organizations which have 
no knowledge whatever of the merits of the 
dispute join in a boycott, is to uU lovers of 
f air,^a^in^st^a|gr||i^^ parte state- 
ments of iut'orested parties jire received as 
goipol, and acted upon. Evidence which 
would not bo received by the umst partial, 
and the least int;lligent justices of tho 
peace, is eoinotimes conaldjred sulliciont to 
condenm concerns whoso operators are 
supplying the means of supporting in com- 
fort thousands of the working class. When 
a man of the standing of President Gom- 
pera protests against such n way of pro- 
ceeding, lie does great service to the cause 
of labor. v 



TEE QUEBEC DIFFICULTY. 

Governor Angers has taken tho second 
step in the course which he has nuirked out 
for himself. Ho first dismissed his ministry. 
Tins was, no doubt, a high-handed act, 
which can only be justified by tho most evi- 
dent and tho most urgent necessity. When 
the subject of the dismissal of ii niiuistry by 
a former Lieuli. •Governor of Quebec was 
discnss-jd in Parlianioiit, Sir John Mae- 
donald quoted British constitutional autho- 
rities of high stanrliug to prove that "the 
power of dismissal has almost, if not quite, 
(Iroppad out of the reality of our constitu- 
tion." And Sir .John was right, as ho 
generally was on all coustitutioiial (jues- 
tioug. The power to set aside the advices of 
his miniblera, who are supported by n 
majority in the Legislature, and to dismisj 
them' is a power which can bo easily 
abused, and tho abuse may be attended 
by consequences dangerous to the peace ond 
tlie good government of the country. 

Having exercised his power in this un- 
usual manner, it is, in our opinion, both 
reasonable and right:to appeal to,tho jieoplo 
for a justification of his use of the preioga- 
tive. From the people Parliament derives 
its power, and a constitutional Goveruor 
cannot be seriously blamed for making the 
people the judges in tho dispute between 
him and his ministers, 

SomesupposedthtttGovernor Angers would 
ti7 to avoid an appeal to the people just at 
present. It Wds thought that he would 
rather meet the Legislative Assembly than 
the people at the polls. There are oppor- 
tunities, as Quebec politicians well know, 
of obtaining support in the popular branch 
of the Legislature by availing himself of 
which a leader of a Government may make 
his position secure more speedily, and with 
less risk of failure than by an appeal to tho 
people. A First Minister with a talent for 
intrigue, and who is not vcrj' scriipulona as 
to tho meuna he uses, would in Quebec bo 
inclined to try his strength iu tho Assembly 
before he went to the people. A dissolution 
would remain as a last resort if a majoriix 
could not be obtiiined in the Legialaluro. 
But Mr. De Boucherville has preferred the 
more direct ujethod of proceeding, and it is 
not for the lovers of populjr Government lo 
complain or to find fault. 

It is said that by dissolving tho Assembly 
now, Mr. Angers will violate the constitu- 
tion which specially provides that the 
Legislature of Quebec shall meet onca in 
every year. If writs are issued now it will 
bo impossible to rtmvene tho Legislature 
before twelve months have expired since ils 
last sitting. The law is clear enough on 
the poiat, the SGth section of the British 
North America Act is as follows : — 

" There ahull be a sessiou of the fj-gis- 
luture of Oi^itario, and that of Queoec 
once at least in every yeir, so iliat 
twidve n.ontlis shall not iiilerverio lictween 
the lust sitting of the LL->;i = lai ure in o ich 
province in one session and its first sitting 
ui the next scasion." 

It is contended, we ece, that in carrying 
out the law, allowance nnist bo made for a 
dissolution. The S5tli 3tctioii of the Act 
gives tho Lieut. -Governor power lo diaaolve 
the Legislature whenever he sees fit. This^ 
is how it runs : 

" Every L ■gislalivo Assembly of Ontario 
Mul every Le^^^latjvo Ai-sombly of (inibec 
sli dl continue for four years from t,.e (l-iy 
of til'! rcMirti of the writs for cbiMising llio 
^,lnu' (subject iievertliel- ss to curlier tliu 
[j gisluttve Asseinbly of O itario or tlie 
Legislative AaSi-mlily of Quebec being 
soiiner dissolved by the Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor of the Piovinct ) and no longer." 

It seems rijusoiiublc to siippoae that if an 
exigency i roso near the expirutiou of tho 
twtlvc mnnthlii froimtho last sittin){ of the 
Logisl kturd which made u dissolution neues- 
Biry, the Constitution would not re([uiro 
the convening of a Legislature which, at the 
oxpiralioi\ of tho periuil, had really no ux- 
iitence. Tho rmestiou is a nice one, as it 
involves this other : Is it in the posvor of a 
Lieutenant-Governor to exercise the pre- 
rogative of dismisat so near the expiration 
of the twelve months as to make it impas- 
sible to comply with that requirement of the 
Coubtitutioii, '.vhich makes it obligatory on 
him to convene the Legislature ut least once 
in each year? Mr. Bourinot is a high 
authority on constitutional questions, but 
a] this question ia one' of the interpre- 
tation of a statute, wo must ^confess 
wo would rather have the opinion on it of 
a constitutional lawyer of good repute tin n 
that of any layman, let liim bo over so ac- 
complished. It should ho remembered there 
is no question as to tho opnsbitutiouttlity of 
Lieut. Governor Angers' act?. He has 
power to dismiss his ministers, and he has 
power to dissolve the Legislature, the diOi- 
culty is as to the time in which tho pro- 
ro.!atives aro exercised. Can they he exer- 
cised in such a wuy us to make ii violation 
of a very important provision of the conaii- 
tution incvitablo? Thfl question will he 
thoroughly and warmly discussed 'both 
111 Parliament and in the oouiiliy, 
and it is more than probable that tho result 



of the election will have more to do with 
tho decision than uU the arguments of all 
tho lawyers and nil the politicians. If the 
people of Quebec sustain tho action of tho 
Lieutenant Governor, it will bo generally 
regarded as both politio and constitutional ; 
if they do not — if they return the Mercior 
party with a majority — his course will be 
denounced by men of all parties as rash, 
ill-advised and unconstitutional. It is said 
that treason is not - treason when it is suc- 
cessful, aiid the'' some inay ' teafflriM^ 
the acts of rulers which putli straini on ibe 
Constitution.

THE PROVINCIAL SII'UATIOxV. 

(Montreal Gazette.) 
The Bale des Chiileurs Royal Commiasion 
has reported. Mr. Weroier has been dis- 
missed from his post us head of tho provin- 
cial ministry. That this would be tho re- 
sult of tho investigation hus long been 
patent to everyone who has followed the 
evidence. Tho report of the judges has not, 
yet been given to tho public ; but rumor 
says it ixoulpatea tliree of tlie ministers 
from guilty complicity in tho uotorious 
transaction. The inference from this, as 
from the Lieutenont-Oovernor's action, is 
that it specifically condemns the others. It 
could not well do anything else. The evi,- 
dence brought out befoio the commission all 
pointed to such a finding. In tbefirstpluce, 
tbereweretwooffersmudttto the Government 
for the completion of the Bale des Chaleurs 
road, which an act, introduced by tho 
Government at the last session of the Lej^is- 
lature, practically conipelled the original 
company to almndi n. One of these wis 
made tliiouf^h Mr. McDon.ild, a well Known 
contractor, of whose Inisiiiees standing and 
aliility .Mr. Meicier has spoken ino-t lii>;hly. 
He otlVred to complete the work fcr a suiii 
of StfiO.OOO. The oilier otl'er was niudu 
through Mr. Armstrong, as regrescnting 
what is known as the riinm syndicate. Mr. 
Armstronj; asked S.">i)0,01)0 from the pro- 
vince for what Mr. McDonald olfered to do 
for §450,000. Both had conducted tlieir 
negot,mtioiis with the Goveriinieiit 
Hirougli Mr. Ernest I'acaud. A ftw 
months before it had been proved 
miller natli, and admitted thai Mr. I'ucaud 
had levied S10,0€0 b'aei mail on a claimant 
upon the treasury in conneotlon with a pay- 
nient for the Quebec Court- house. Mr. 
Mei citr knew this. Mr. Armstrong, for tlie 
L'lioiii syndicate, ofTered Mr. Pac lud tho 
great sum of §100,000 to secure the Bale des 
Chaleurs subsidy and charter. The Gov- 
ernnicnt allowed tho McDonald olTer to full 
tlirough and accepted that of the Thoin 
people.

The Smallest FlownrhiK I'lnnr. 
The Bmallest flowering plant, aocord- 
int,' to London Tid-Bits, is wolfllu 
iiiicroscopicti, ti native of liuliu. It 
belongs to the duck-weed frtinily. It is 
iilinohit microscopic in .'ii/.e, destitute of 
propur stem, leaves and roots, but litiv- 
\ng tlicse orifaiis merged in one, form- 
ing' a frond. There is a prolongation of 
the lower surface, the purposo of which 
seems to he to cnahle tlic plant to float 
upri^i'ht in the water. The fronds 
nuiltiply by sondint,'' out other froiuls 
from ii sht or cavity and with such 
rapidity docs tliis ttikc place that a few 
days often suflicc to produce from a 
few individuals enou/^h similar ones to 
cover nuiiiy sqiuu o I'ods of pond sur- 
face with the niiinite green granules. 
Small as these, plants are tliey hear 
lowers. Two are produced on a plant, 
^aeh of them very simple, one of a 
angle stamen and the other of a single 
Distil, both of which burst tlirough the 
upper surface of the frond.
